Stole Gold Bricks and Loose 
Gold Valued at 
$340,000. 



Carefully Planned Scheme Which 
Was Successfully Car- 
ried Out.

Vallejo, Cal., Aug. G. — Cold bricks 
valued at $340,000 were stolen during 
the night from the Selhy smelting works. 
The robbers evidently had boon working 
on the job for two or throe months. 
They had dug a tunnel from outside tho 
house, beginning with a shaft about 
three feet deep. Thence they worked 
underneath the vaults and striking up- 
wards bored a hole in the flour. Tho 
hole was shaped like the manhole of a 
boiler. 1'art of the holes were bored two 
months ago, it is thought, and tho last 
hole was completed during the night. 
Through that hole they took the gold 
bricks and carried them to a hank near 
the mouth of tho tunnel east of tin- 
works whore they were evidently placed 
in u boat. In their hurry tho robbers 
left two of the bricks on the bank. 

During the night one Of the workmen 
reported to his follows that he hoard a 
noise in the strong rrtsm and declared it 
was a ghost. The others ridiculed him 
for his superstition, but an investigation 
was made to see what caused tho noise. 
The entrance of the tunnel was covered 
with a frame over which the employees 
of the smelter passed repeatedly every 
day, but no one seemed to notice any- 
thing out of the way. 

Sheriff Voale, of Contra county, and 
the chief of police, Snnford, of Vallojo, 
have been notified, and are now at the 
works. The polico of San Francisco and 
the Ray cities are at work on tho cane, 
but so far there is not the slightest clue 
to the robbers. 

The work was that of skilled men and 
their elaborate plans were carried out 
without a hitch. They got all the bul- 
lion in the vault, leaving behind only 
the two bricks which were dropped on 
the shore. Only one day's accumulation 
of refined gold was kept at the works. 
Yesterday's run was unusually heavy and 
the gold was to have been shipped to 
San Francisco today. 

The tunnel that tho robbers excavated 
was about three feet in diameter nnd 
gave them plenty of room in which to 
work. It is supposed that tho dirt from 
the tunnel was taken out at night and 
dropped in the bay. First reports stated 
that the tunnel was two or three hun- 
dred feet long, but according to late ad- 
vices it was about ten feet In length. 
The shaft was started dose to the wall 
and was sunk below the foundation, 
thence it was only a short distance un- 
der the lloor of the vault. It is thought 
the men who committed the robbery took 
their plunder in a launch and made off 
for San Francisco. There are plenty of 
places, however, to which they may 
have gone, either tip the Sacramento 
liver or to the shore of any Of the numer- 
ous bays. 

Following is tho list of the property 
stolen : 

Four gold bricks, all numbered and 
containing as follows: 

No. 1,230—1.100 ounces and a fraction. 

No. 1,237—3.300 ounces. 

No. 1,238—1,123 ounces and a fraction. 

No. 1,23!)— 1,137 ounces and a fraction. 

Also 10,000 ounces CT gold in "Various 
shapes and a little silver. 

The gold in the bricks is worth S20 nil 
ounce. 

One of the officials of tho Selby 
Smelting Works said: "We find the 
plotters wore aided by some one thor- 
oughly familiar with the system em- 
ployed in the works, and one fully in- 
formed as to tho construction of tho 
vault, Last night one of the watchmen 
empioveu about the premises heard 
noises' inside tiie v auR ; and informed his 
fellows that the devil or ghosts were 
inside the vault. They laughed at llim 
and made no investigation, and thus the 
robbers were left unmolested at their 
work.' 1

When lie was found tho most natural 
thing in the world was to look through 
the pockets of the coat he had on. Tn 
it were found letters addressed to J. H. 
Connor, and the man was about to be 
buried from Center & Hanna's parlors 
in Vancouver under that name, when 
•Connor himself read of the account of 
his sudden death nnd rushing off to the 
undertaker's rectified the mistake be- 
fore Ferrand was buried. 



Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. C— A general 
strike order from President Shaffer will 
bo mailed to all tho vice-presidents of 
tho Amalgamated Association tonight, 
ordering the men out on August 10, un- 
less there is an adjustment of the differ- 
ences in the meantime. The strike will 
affect all tho Amalgamated men employ- 
ed by tho National Steel Company, Fed- 
oral Steel Company and National Tubs 
Company. 

President Shaffer says the manufac- 
turers have had sufficient notice. He 
does not anticipate any settlement before 
tho strike goes into effect. The men arc 
ordered out after the last turn on Aug- 
ust 10, The order will throw idle about 
12,000 union men and about 00,000 in 
the mills who are connected with the 
Federation of Labor, and who are not 
organized, but who will have no work 
by reason of the strike of tho skilled 
men. Altogether 100,000 will likely be 
idle. 

Tho order, it is said, will also call out 
tho men at the furnaces owned by the 
United States Steel Corporation, who 
are not members of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation, lint who are connected with 
tilt! American Federation of Labor. Not 
only are the 'Federation men in tho mills 
nnd furnaces directly involved, but there 
is an ominous threat that structural 
workers will refuse to handle tho corpor- 
ation steel in building operations. 

TO ACT AS MEDIATOR. 
Ottawa, Aug. C>. — (Special) — P. .T. 
Loughrin, formerly organizer in Can- 
ada for tho American Federation of La- 
bor, has been asked to act as mediator 
between the striking trackmen and the 
C. P. R. He was dismissed from the 
position of organizer by Gompers because 
he agitated for an export duty on nickel 
and pulp wood. It is said tho suggestion 
to invite Loughrin's services arises from 
discontent with Wilson, president of the 
International Trackmen's organization.

Port Arthur, Aug. 0.— (Special) — News 
has been received in town of an explo- 
sion on tho Canadian Northern, in which 
three men were killed and seven others 
wounded. The men wore at work blast- 
ing in a rook cut at Sturgeon Falls, It 
is supposed that one of the charges miss- 
ed fire, and the men went in to the cut, 
when the charge suddenly went off with 
the above results. The dead men were 
buried along the railway and the wound- 
ed wen taken to Atekokan hospital, 
where they are being cared for. 

Sherbrooke, Aug. 0.— (Special)— Mayor 
Worthingtou yesterday received a letter 
from lx>rd Strathcona, offering to do- 
nate his two-thirds interest in the old 
Merchants' Bank property, on City Hall 
square, to the city, on the understand- 
ing that the site be used for a now city 
hall and library. Tho announcement 
was received with much enthusiasm at 
last night's meeting of the council, and 
a recognition of his generosity was unan- 
imously adopted.

Government Getting Ready for 
By-Electionsln the Unrepre- 
sented Constituencies, 



Ottawa, Aug. 0.— (Special.)— Will tho 
death of Empress Dowager Frederick of 
Germany prevent the visit to Canada of 
His Royal Highness the Duke of York, 
and if ho does come what effect will tho 
royal bereavement have upon the recep- 
tion ceremonies in this country': are 
questions which everybody in Ottawa aro 
asking today. 

Tho probability of the Canadian visit 
of His Royal Highness being called off 
entirely, is regarded as somewhat re- 
mote. Tho general impression is, at 
least in official circles, that as the first 
shock of His Majesty, caused by tho 
death of his sister, will have boon 
somewhat assuaged by tho time his Royal 
Highness can bo communicated with, 
the King will not interfere with tho 
existing programme so far as to recall 
the Heir Apparent before he has more 
than half finished his contemplated tour 
of the British possessions. 

As to the effect of His Majesty's be- 
reavement upon tho reception ceremonies 
in Canada, it is believed there will un- 
doubtedly be a curtailment of the pure- 
ly social functions, that tho military re- 
views will be dispensed with is not, 
however, regarded its probable. At all 
events the militia department, after due 
enquiry of His Excellency the Governor- 
General, is proceeding with arrangements 
such as the letting of contracts, as if the 
military programme were to be carried 
out as originally contemplated. Still un- 
til the imperial authorities have been 
heard from in the matter, there is no 
absolute certainty upon this pojnt cither. 
THE BYE-ELECTIONS. 

While the government does not likely 
meditate an immediate appeal to tho 
electorate in the nine constituencies now 
unrepresented in parliament, it is learn- 
ed that instructions have been sent to 
the King's Printer to have the voters' 
lists for those electoral divisions printed 
as soon as possible. 

In tiie ense of the constituency of Lis- 
giir, Man., the list for tho bye-election 
there will have to bo prepared at Ot- 
tawa inasmuch as by a recent amend- 
ment to the Provincial Electors act tho 
voters' lists for tho election to the legis- 
lature aro only made in contemplation 

f an immediate election. There is, 
therefore, no yearly revision of tho listsr 
as in other provinces, and the latest 
list available in Manitoba is now two 
years old. 

Montreal, Aug. 0.— (Special)— Speaker 
Brodeitr received this morning the re- 
port id' Chief Justice Killam on the Lis- 
gar contested election case, and issued 
his warrant to the Clerk of the Crown 
in Chancery for a new election. It is 
believed no bye-elections will take place 
until October. 

AN APPEAL FOR O'BRIEN.

Opinion That !t Is One of the 
Japanese Murdered By

Vancouver, Aug. 0. — (Special) — Tho 
headless body of a man lias been found 
outside the Narrows about a mile and a 
half west of the waterworks. The body 
was in a fair state of preservation, but 
has not yet been identified. There wits 
but ten cents iu the pockets of tho cloth- 
ing and no papers. 

Those who hold the theory that tho 
two Japanese missing .since the night of 
the marooning of the Japanese during 
the strike on the Eraser, were murdered 
by strikers, have had that theory great- 
ly strengthened from the fact that the 
head lias every indication of having been 
severed from the body, and there is ti 
gash on the shoulder close to the neck, 
evidently made with a sharp instrument- 

The body is small, not much over live 
foot in length, and the feet are small. 
Evidently the dead man was a Japanese. 
Policeman Campbell was informed of 
the finding of tho body this afternoon, 
and at once went to the_si>ot and had it 
removed to an undertaker's. An inquest 
will he held tomorrow.

HIUTAIN AND CHINA. 

Negotiations Progressing Satisfactorily 
to the Imperial Government. 

London, Aug. (i. — Lord iLausdo wnc, the 
foreign secretary, replying iu the House 
of 'Lords today to a question of Earl 
Spencer, Liberal, said the Chinese nego- 
tiations had recently made rapid and sat- 
isfactory progress. The indemnity ques- 
tion was disposed of with the exception 
of a few minor points. There was still 
some question whether the matter of the 
commercial facilities in_ China had not 
better be transferred to "sonic other place 
than PeUin, and to some more wieldy 
body than the present conference. Great 
Britain was still in favor of the open 
door throughout China. They could not 
complain that they hud not equal com- 
mercial advantages in the Yutig-tse val- 
ley. 

The foreign secretary also said the final 
strength of the legal ion garrison at Pekin 

■ will probablv he 1.SO0 men and that an 
additional force of 3,000 mci would be 

■distributed at different points along the 
route to the sea. The secretary regard- 
ed the Anglo-Gorman and the Anglo- 
Russian agreements as satisfactory, and 
as tending to the maintenance of Ghin- 

• ese territorial integrity.

THE ROYAL FUNERAL. 

Services Will Re Simple and Almost 
Private. 

Cronberg, Aug. <;.— In accordance with 
tin' expressed wish of tile deceased Em- 
press, the funeral services will be as sim- 
ple as possible under the circumstances. 
The body will remain on the bed where 
she died until ready for the coBln. The 
roses, in which it is almost buried, are 
rrom her private garden, many of the 
bushes having been cultivated with her 
own hands. 

Emperor William had a long interview 
with Count von Billow today. He drove 
from Homburg to Freidric-hschoft and 
soon .after his arrival the following olll- 
cial announcement regarding the funer- 
al arrangements was made: 

"On Thursday the royal family will 
attend the funeral services in the castle 
at which the Bislioo of Ripon. who was 
summoned by the Empress, will olllciate. 
Only the immediate family will be pres- 
ent.' 

"Saturday evening the coflln will be 
escorted from Freidrisehoff to the Pro- 
testant church in Cronberg by a torch 
light procession followed by the royal 
family on foot, 

"Snndnv afternoon a funeral servic" 
will be held in the presence of the fnitH 
ily of the Empress, and a few friends 
and other privileged persons." 

It is expected here that King Edward 
will be present. 

The royal family will go to Potsdam 
on Sunday evening and the body will he 
taken there Monday evening. The funer- 
al service in the mausoleum at Friden- 
skirdie, Potsdam, will In' held on Tues- 
day. As it was the Empress' wish that 
there should be no state ceremony, the 
service will not be attended at all by 
the German royal personages. It will 
hi' as simple as possible. Emperor Wil- 
liam litis received a telegram of sym- 
pathy from the Pope. 

Berlin, Aug. <;. — It is said in Berlin 
tonight that King Edward will prob- 
ably not go to Homburg <>r Cronberg, 
hut Will proceed direct to Potsdam to 
wait there the arrival of the body.

ACCUSE WHITE MEN. 

Of the Murder of the Sullivan Brothers 
on Unimuk Island. 

Advices from Dutch harbor, via Sitka, 
indicate that two white men shot down 
Con and Florence Sullivan and. 1'. J. 
Kooney on Uniimak island, last June. 
Owen Jackson, the only surviving mem- 
ber of the ill-fated party, expresses, in 
his statement of the affair, the belief 
that natives shot down the defenseless 
prospectors. Other evidence, however, 
tends to make two deserters from a 
fishing schooner responsible for the deed. 

The Sullivan brothers, Rooney and 
Jackson, hud landed their camp equipage 
>n Uuimak island, June li. They left 
the supplies for a few moments. Return- 
ing, they saw two men taking their goods 
away. These men then attacked the un- 
armed miners with the very guns they 
iiad stolen from their camp, and shot 
down all but Jackson, who escaped and 
lied through the woods. Subsequently 
Jackson was rescued in an exhausted 
and half-Starved condition. The Sulli- 
van brothers had about $1,500 on them 
at tile time. 

Jackson believes that the murderers 
are natives. Tint he is probably mistaken. 
It has since been learned that when 
Rev. Mr. Soivtr. with a party of prospec- 
tors, were camped on I liimilk island, 
about the time of the murder, t wo white 
men, who had deserted from one of Linn 
iV- Eoff's fishing schooners, the Arco or 
Fremont", came to (heir camp and told a 
story of having stopped over night at 
another prospectors' camp, where they 
found two of them dead and evidences 
of another having left. These men 
showed Scott about S1.200 in money, a 
Savage rifle, revolvers and n gold watch. 
They. said they were going back to bury 
the men. This was the last Seen of 
them by Scott.

Owing no doubt, to the warm weather, 
the attendance of the lovers of high- 
class plays at the Victoria Opera House 
last evening wa» not so large as the ex- 
cellent quality of the entertainment de- 
served. Still, tin: audience, if somewhat 
lacking numerically, amply made up in 
critical discrimination ami keen apprecia- 
tion of the work done by Mr. Henry Mil- 
ler and his clever company.

HAIU'OOXIXU WHALES. 

The Blue Whale. Furnishes an Exciting 
Occupation. 

From Pearson's Magazine. 

To pursue die blue whale successfully, 
a boat is required that can steam 1- 
knots an hour, and which is furnished 
with a formidable weapon known as the 
harpoon-gun, The harpoon-gun is a 
ponderous piece of apparatus placed oti 
a raised platform on the prow of th 
whaler, and consists of a short, stout 
cannon, mounted on a broad pedestal, 
on which it can rotate horizontally. The 
gun lias also a vertical motion, and can 
be turned quickly in whatever direction 
the prow of the ship dominates. On 
the top of the gun are "sights" for aim- 
ing, just as in a rifle. Behind is the 
stock, which is grasped i.'i the hand when 
firing the gun, and beneath it the trig- 
ger. The breech is a box-like arrange- 
ment, situated just where the stock is 
fastened to the gun proper. The gun is 
loaded in the ordinary way from the 
muzzle, and the harpoon is tightly ram- 
med into it. To discharge the gun a 
small cartridge, witli a wire attached, is 
lirst put into the breech. Pressure on 
the trigger cause a pull on the wire. 
Which ignites the cartridge ami dis- 
charges the gun simultaneously. 

The harpoon is about six' feet in 
length ami very massive. It consists 
essentially ul' three parts, the anterior 
conical portion, the movnble barbs and 
the shaft. The anterior conical piece is 
an explosive shell filled with gunpowder, 
and screws on tn the rest of the harpoon. 
The explosive shell is tired with a time 

fuse after the liar] 11 is imbedded ill 

the whale. 

Behind the explosive conical piece lie 
the four barbs, situated at rigid angles 
to eat-h other. These barbs are always 
bound down tightly together witli th'n 
lope when the harpoon is going to be dis- 
charged. As the harp 1 penetrates the 

llesh uf the whale, this rope gets brush- 
ed off the barbs, and, in so doing, pnll- 
a wire, which sets lire tn the fuse, ami 
jt explodes the filled in a few seconds. 
The shell gi ts blown to pieces am! 
makes a terrific wound in the whale's in- 
terior, and the explosion causes I lie four 
barbs tn stand nut. so that it become.-, 
impossible fur the harpoon In lie with 
drawn. The rest of the harpoon inn 
sists of a long shaft with a slot in it. in 
winch a ring moves freely with the rope 
attached. 

If the whale is at all well hit. the hai- 

1' 1 gets imbedded a'bonl live feet, ami 

unless tile rope breaks, the animal can- 
not, escape. The rope, w hich is a very 
stunt one. passes from the harpoon on 
tn a round trail In front of the gun 
where a coil uf nil feet or SO lies. It 
then passes backwards over a pulley on 
to the drum of a double steam winch sup- 
plied witli an immensely powerful 
brake. 

Taken all in all, says a writer in the 
August Pearson's, the harpoon gun is 
about the most exquisitely cruel instru- 
ment of destruction devised by the in- 
genuity of manl But it is only when 
one sees and knows tile prodigious brute 
it: is meant tn destroy, that oue realizes 
that it is nevertheless none too effective. 
The gun is never discharged at a great- 
er distance than .fifty feet, and seldom

THE SALMON FISHERIES. 

Dr. .7- S. Ilelmckeu's admirable letter 
in yesterday's Colonist was rend by thou- 
sands of people witb much pleasure and 
profit. The subject dealt with is one of 
enormous importance. It is evident 
that under existing arrangements we are 
breeding salmon for our neighbors to 
catch, to which there would bo no great 
objection if they did not resort to meth- 
ods prohibited to our fishermen. There 
nro plenty of salmon for nil, but while 
the United States ennners use traps and 
ours are restricted to nets, they will get 
our fish more cheaply than our own can- 
jiors;, which is certainly not right. 

'There is no doubt nboUt the lish being 
of Canadian origin. Salmon fry ko from 
the spawning grounds to the sea, and 
then, on attaining maturity, go buck t<> 
the rivers where they were horn, and 
{.his ends their .short aud uneventf"! his- 
tory, ft' they arc caught in a trap or 
net, their lives are shortened by a month 
or two, but that is all. The report of 
the United States Fisheries Commission 
of 1900 deals with this matter at length, 
and says, among other things, that the 
pn.nt hulk of the sockcyes, entering the 
Strait of Juan de Fucn, "have the Era- 
ser river as their destination." It tells 
us that the run of lish entering the 
Strait "constitutes a distinct run." The 
'lish keep to the Vancouver Island shores, 
and there is no reliable evidence, ^ays 
the report, of the sockcyes having been 
taken anywhere else in this vicinity, al- 
though they have been diligently search- 
ed for. The report goes on to say that 
the lish first appear off Sooke InlVt. Af 
tor they have passed the southern end of 
this Island the run divides, one liralici 
going up 1-Inro Strait ami lln- otb.pi 
through Kosario Strait. The map nc 
eonipanying the report shows them as 
finding their way out into the Gulf o 
Georgia south of Saturun island, a sul 
ordinate run making its way by way of 
Active or Plumper l'ass. The' lish 
which take the route through 
Rosario Strait, turn directly north 
after passing Lopez island, con- 
tinuing that course until they get into 
Boundary Bay, when they swing around 
Point Roberts and join the rest of the 
run for the mouth of the Krnser. Some 
o{ the lish go through Deception X'ass 
into Skagit Bay. A few of the sockcyes 
work further up PllgCl Sound, but in 
numbers they are insignificant as com- 
pared with the main run. These state- 
ments show that no nVlfht can be raised 
as to our right under international law 
and the comity of nations, to take the 
Sockeyes wherever we find them. They 
are as much Canadian fish when they 
are swimming along the shore of Van- 
couver Island as when they are in the 
Fraser itself, so that if the Canadian 
government sees fit to permit the setting 
of traps along that shore, no one has 
the least right, to raise any objection. 
It nil resolves into a question of policy. 

The argument in favor of the traps 
seems to he unwarrantable, and we hope 
that the successor to Sir Louis Davies 
will see bis way clear to permitting 
them. It is not reasonable to expect 
the out-going minister to recommend any 
change in this respect, hut Mr. Kramer- 
son. if he. is to succeed to the portfolio, 
may he looked to to deal with the mat- 
ter in a practical way. During his pre- 
miership in New Brunswick, he proved 
himself to be a very practical man, tak- 
ing hold of business matters, coining 
within the purview of politics, with 
vigor and determination. He will ap- 
proach t'ne consideration of the fish traps 
without any preconceived ideas, and it 
ought uot to he difficult to impress him 
with the sound business policy of permit 
ting our own people to have the tfirst 
chance of catching our own fish. 



A SOUTH AMERICAN iWAR. 

■Venezuela and Colombia are bavin™ a 
very serious time. There seems to he 
some, difficulty in getting at the facts of 
the case, hut there is evidently a straugo 
mixture of war and rebellion in pro- 
gress. A seventeen-days' battle is re- 
ported to have occurred in May last with 
great bloodshed. This is a long time for 
news to take to reach the outside world, 
but the interior of that part of South 
America is without any closo connection 
with telegraphs or other rapid means of 
communication. Not only is it not clear 
just what is transpiring, hut there is 
grave doubt as to what is the intention 
of those who have precipitated the strug- 
gle. A proclamation has been issued by 
an insurgent leader, whose name is 
Urihe-Uribe, in which lie calls upou the 
people of Venezuela, Colombia ami 
Eqtliulor to unite ami form "that glori- 
ous" nationality, which the pressing 
needs of the times render more necessary 
than ever." This seems to point to an 
attempt to consolidate these countries 
under one government, although the 
leader mentioned disputes it. Such an 
ambition would not be unworthy of a 
strong man, for if it were possible to con- 
solidate the three countries named un- 
der one efficient head, the nation thus 
created would have an important status. 

These three countries have a united 
area of about 1,175,000 square miles, 
and a combined population of about 
7,300,000. Their united coast line must 
"oe nearly S.ODi) miles long, ami it fronts 
on the Caribbean Sea and the Pacific 
Ocean. Colombia includes the Isthmus 
Of Panama. All three countries an- rich 
in natural wealth, and although the situ- 
ation is equatorial, portions of all three 
arc so elevated above the sea level as to 
afford some diversity of climate. If sev- 
en millions of people, occupying such 
an important ami strategical position, 
should unite to form a single nation, it 
would have to be reckoned with in de- 
termining the future of the Western 
Continent. The outcome of the present 
hostilities may therefore, he watched 
with very great interest, with rather 
more, indeed, than South American wars 
aial revolutions excite.

A SOLID GOVERNMENT. 

Commenting on the proposal of the 
Nelson Tribune for a reorganization of 
the provincial government, the Times 
said: "While the leader of the Opposi- 
tion remains true, all' the little side re- 
bellions can be headed off. As the lead- 
er aforesaid has at last found what ap- 
pears to he solid ground for his feet, 
there will be no startling developments 
during the life of the present legisla- 
ture." In other words, the policy which 
Air. Dunsmuir has pursued com- 
mands the support of both sides of the 
House, and he is leader not simply of a 
party, but of what is substantially a 
united legislature. That this is the posi- 
tion which Air. Dunsmuir desires to oc- 
cupy cannot be disputed, lie never had 
any political ambit ions. When he ac- 
cepted office, he did so because he felt it 
to hi' his duty to do so, and in carrying 
on the affairs of the province he has 
aimed only at doing what seemed best 
for till. Such a policy could hardly fail 
to commend itself to tho lender of the 
Opposition, who is upon "solid ground" 
indeed, because ho knows that his duties 
as leader are likely for some time to 
come to consist principally of the task 
at criticism of details not of antagoniz- 
ing principles. We do not pretend to 
know what attitude in polities Mr. Mar- 
tin proposes to assume in the future, but 
thi' fact that he has shown his apprecia- 
tion id' the policy of the government in 
the past and bus give_n it his support is 
evidence that he believes Air. Dunsmuir 
to lie aiming only to accomplish those 
things which will ultimately commend 
themselves to public judgment, however 
much they may bo adversely commented 
upon at tho time. If he did not, it is 
hardly possible that Mr. Martin would 
refrain from making political capital out 
of the government policy. If lie believed 
ili,' province would not support the gov- 
ernment, it is hardly likely that lie would 
take the attitude towards the administra- 
tion which the Times refers. The extract 
quoted from our contemporary proves 
that Mr. Dunsmuir, if he has not a 
strong persona' following, has what is 
more to his liking, th" support of practi- 
cally a united legislature, ami he may 
/airly claim this to be due to the recog- 
nition of his desire to advance the wel- 
fare of the whole province. 



Tho Post-Intelligencer says that the 
British people are being driven to frenzy 
over the present condition of the Boer 
war. the reference being to tho atrocities 
committed by the Boers. There is a 
good deal of indignation on this score, 
but not much frenzy is in evidence.

A correspondent directs attention to 
the loose stones in the streets. It ought 
not to be necessary to do so, for the 
stones themselves are sufficiently in evi- 
dence.

Why 
should any man who builds a house b 
allowed to leave the remains of his mor- 
tar beds in the gutter for a month? How 
long is that idle of bric-a-brac to lie in 
front of the C. P. R. office on Govern- 
ment street? It consists of bricks, 
pieces of lumber and a broken fruit box.

Idler, who saw a great 
ileal of Smith Africa, ami unite enough of 
the ennipulgn to glyo. opinions woinh'i 
It is acknowledged by the translator I. lent. 
Co',, 0. K. It. Henderson, late director or 
Intelligence Iicaihiuurtors staff, South Af- 
rica, that Count Sternberg's comments on 
the tactics and organisation of both com- 
batants are well worth attention, and It 
Is pointed out that his admiration for 
the ltrltlsh soldier, together with his re- 
cognition of i he abnormal illfllcultles of 
the threatro of war supply a corrective to 
some of lit* criticisms.

In a chapter on the apolitical Situation 
In the Transvaal " the author expresses 
the opinion that, us regards the controv- 
ersy over the right of voting, the L'ltlnnd- 
ers were In the right. He reminds us that 
not only immigrants hut whites born in 
tin- Transvaal, though they might own 
property and pay taxes were barred from 
the right of voting aud enjoyed no more 
political privilege than did tile Kaffirs 
The colossal mining Industry which Ku- 
rope bad founded on the l!and was en- 
tirely Ignored by the legislature, uot a 
single representative of the Industry hav- 
ing cither seat or vote. Uneducated Itoers 
dwelling In farms, miles apart, remote 
from towns, were the exclusive lawgivers 
of the country. They alone regulated the 
taxes and the customs, and they heartily 
detested the Interlopers who had raised 
the price of food and the rate of wages. 
Count Sternberg miles that all the slate 
officials were Imported Hollanders, and he 
denounces them not only for Indolence and 
HI breeding bat for extraordinary corrup- 
tion, lln a word, the author holds that 
"a radical reform was absolutely needed 
In the Transvaal, but ll does not follow 
that Ithoiles, Werner nml lteit were the 
men who should curry It out. May God 
protect the Kami from that." 

In a chapter headed "General Ueflee- 
tlons, Count Sternberg records his con- 
viction that the liners are poor soldiers 
Ir measured by continental standards, lie 
admits, at the same time, that under the 
special conditions of warfare In South Af- 
rica they are excellent. ••They are ac- 
customed n, | lie climate, have but few 
wants, and consequently, supply is an 
easy business for them.

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'.nw lo assure themselves against sur- 
prises." Their runneth- Ism lias given them 
a kind of organization and taught them 
obedience. Count Sternberg testifies thai 
their exhibition of discipline under lire 
was admirable. "The liners calmly al- 
lowed the enemy to advance unite close 
before opening lire, and then always look 
careful aim. while Ihe lirlllsli salvos went 
well away over their heads."

tance in a hot climate, tin the whole, 
the author reaches the conclusion that

I hey understand us n ic else does how- 
to cover themselves from view, these are 
advantages which outweigh defective lead- 
ing and the discouraging effects of being 
on ihe defensive." The Count adds that 
the liner artillerists, though not strong 
numerically had the Idlest patent guns 
and knew how to use them. It seems that 
the reason why the liners spread them- 
selves out over a wide tract of country Is 
that they are iw-custoined to drive along 
with them herds of oxen sheep anil don- 
keys, they get no other food. Many horses 
have also to be fed. Ihe result being that, 
a liner force must always have n large ex- 
panse of pasture hind accessible. 

Now, let us glance at the author's com- 
menis on the lirltisb soldiers. Uo willing- 
ly leutlfles that "the British technical 
troops are splendid. The railway and tel- 
egraph corps worked wonderfully. We 
know, of course, that the ltrltlsh are the 
best builders of railways. In the colonies 
the railways seemed to start up out of tin; 
ground for hundreds of miles. In South 
Africa they repaired railways Hint Were 
damaged In less time than the liners had 
taken to damage them." On the other 
hand, the author considers that the supply 
of the army left much to he desired, and he 
would not l,e surprised If. when the wai- 
ls over, those who were responsible for 
supplies could be called to account. He 
was not at all astonished when he heard 
of the swindling which bad been perpet- 
rated In connection with the purchase of 
horses lu Hungary. Count Sternberg 

di is himself fortunate that he was taken 

prisoner at I'nnnlebergx Drift, fore he thus 
had an opportunity of observing the ltrltlsh 
army under various conditions. "Previous- 
ly 1 had continental. Ideas with regard to 
ltrltlsh troops, out I have been concerted. 
The ltrltlsh army reminds me vividly of our 
own (Austrian) army previously to lsilit. 
At thai time we had the best army In the 
world, but. as ll was practically unarmed, 
It could do nothing: that It was brave the 
Prussians can testify. The tone among the 
officers are similar to that In the Hrltlsh 
army— noblesse oblige." It Is with genuine 
sympathy that the author goes on to tell 
us: "When I think of the lirlllsli officer* 
my heart grows weary. Men, who tire de- 
cimated, shot down like rabbits at a drive, 
and still remain so klndbearted anil so 
chivalrous, show themselves to have the 
right blood In their veins. I can only re- 
peat thai the ltrltlsh officers and the lirlt- 
isb soldiers have shown in this war that 
the profession of arms doos no debase, 
but rather ennobles man." At tho same 
time Count Sternberg bears witness that 
the liners on their part were In no wiiv 
wanting In humanity. Men of the wilder- 
ness, as they are. they have always shown 
themselves humane. I have with mv own 
eyes seen how tliev treated prisoners who 
have been llrliig on I hem. This war has 
had its good side a, id I think I may sav 
tliat never has a war been fought In so 
civilized a manner, 

The author's mPltHrv reflections are con- 
densed In Hie following Iwo sentences:

Chicken 
pio socials, poverty parties, guesses as 
to the number of pieces in it bed ipiilt, 
fairs, maple sugar soirees, cat propaga- 
tion and all the usual round of petty, 
pious blackmail is resorted to in order 
to make up the deficit. And some years 
ago ive tried the plan at ono of our 
churches of having half a dozen pretty 
young women take off their shoes and 
stockings and stand behind a curtain that 
left exposed only their pedals. Then we 
paid 10 cents each, passed by, and made 
guesses as to the owners of the under- 
pinning. The man who made the high- 
est aiuiuber of correct guesses ami he 
could guess as often as be wished by 
paving a dime, received a prize. I only 
mention this to show to what straits 
country churches are often put to to 
raise money to carry on the good work.

A deal is lien ding, and likely to be 
consummated Unlay, for the sale of the 
Britannia group of mines on Howe 
Sound. During the past three days gen- 
tlemen from some of the mining centres 
of the Western States, representing, or 
connected with, the larger copper produc- 
ing interests of the United States, havo 
been in the city consulting with Mr. 
Boscowitz and oilier owners of the Bri- 
tannia group of mines on Howe iSound 
and negotiations for the purchase of the 
property are Hearing completion, 

Nothing litis been given out ns yet 
regarding the price to be 7>aid for the 
mines, but the most prevalent rumor is 
that the purchasers are to give half a 
million dollars for seven-tenths of the 
property. However, this is but rumor, 
and it will not be until the interested 
parties made a statement in this regard 
that the price paid for the property will 
be known. 

If is understood that the purchase of 
the copper property on Howe Sound wdll 
mean much for British Columbia mining 
interests, those of the islands in par- 
ticular, for, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that a smelter and reduction works 
will bo erected and the ore will be only 
crudely treated at the mine nnd then 
brought to the location of the smelter 
and reduction works, which, are in all 
probability, to be erected on the island, 
at "the cross roads of commerce," 

A brief interview with the gentlemen 
involved in the large deal for the pur- 
chase of these mines, elicited the follow- 
ing Information in regard to the deal. 
Having thoroughly investigated the cop- 
per properties of Howe Sound they were 
making negotiations fur the property 
with fair prospects of a successful con- 
clusion, by which ample capital for the 
complete development mid equipment of 
the properties, ami their operation on a 
large scale will be provided. At present 
the location of the requisite reduction 
works has not been decided, but from 
the trend of things, it looks as though 
the island will be favored, formany rea- 
sons. 

In discussing this matter one of the 
principals said: "We propose, if this deal 
is consummated to make this undertak- 
ing one of the leading industrial features 
of British Columbia, strictly an "all 
Canadian enterprise." It is understood 
that ore treatment facilities to be pro- 
vided will be on a scale fully equal to 
all requirements. The ores are now be- 
ing sent to the United States for reduc- 
tion.

CONTAGION IN SCHOOLS. 

From Motherland. 

Any one who has worked in school- 
rooms must have been impressed with 
tin' fact that, the children come into 
frequent ami close personal contact, such 
us pill ting their laces together, blowing 
into each other's laces, examining slates 
and papers and silting close together. 

Common means of contagion arc these: 
Kissing, exchanging handkerchiefs, rib- 
bon, chewing gum, whistles, slate and 
lead pencils, which are almost always 
consciously or unconsciously, carried to 
the mouth. Coins also are treated in the 
same way. Drinking cups, by their com- 
mon use, often spread disease. School 
books are ready carriers of contagion. 
Then also may be mentioned the dangers 
from overcrowding the school rooms, 
which leads to the breathing of impure 
air and the dissemination of germs. 

Wraps which art t absolutely n led 

often hang where they dry and are aired 
in the school room. 

The foundation for many cases of pul- 
monary diseases and chronic invalidism 
can sometimes he traced to a badly ven- 
tilated school room.

To jvteet the Insurgents*- 
in Chi li. 
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THE FIRST TELEPHONE- 

The Invention First Used nt Brnntford 
Outn rio. 

II is oxaclly twenty-six years since 1 
put up my first telephone. 

At thnt time I was visiting nt my 
father's house in iBrnntford — n smnll cil y 
in Ontario, Canada. \Ve outnined tho 
permission of the Cnnndinn government 
to use a tolegrnph line four miles Imig 
that extended from Brnntford to n neigh- 
boring village. 

We put np our apparatus in a friend's 
house, kindly loaned " for the purpose, 
and as it was over half n mile from the 
telegrnpli line, we were obliged to 
lengthen the wire. 

No additional telegraph wire, was avail- 
able, so what do you think wo used? 
Yon could never guess. We could lind 
nothing in the hardware stores i,„, stove- 
pipe -wire, and we had to buy up all the 
stovepipe wire in Brnntford to make our 
line long enough. 

We did not trouble to I"H up posts, 
but taeked the wire to the fence. The 
romm indention thnt look place over this 
first telephone wire was not a conver- 
sation, but a monologue, as we had the 
transmitter only at one end an,i tlu> re- 
ceiver at the oilier. 

In this way the first message WM s sent 
over the telephone, and 1 Imvp been told 
that Brnntford en lis itself the "Telephone 
City'' ever sinee. That "'as j n 1,S7.'>. 

A short time afterwards -Mr. Charles 
Williams, of Boston, Rtrnng a telephone 
■wire from his ollico in Boston to his 
liouse in Onmbridgeport, fl distance of 
tiles. This was the first telephone! 



The rising of the Lien-chunn-hui is as- 
suming most gratfe proportions, according 
to news brought by tlio Queen Adelaide — 
and news is given that the Chinese pleni- 
potentiaries have received orders from 
the Throne to entrust the duty of quell- 
ing the insurgents to Governor Yuan 
Shih-kai and another general, and that 
j these two oUieers are making prepara- 
tions to despatch a force for the pur- 
| pose. Tien Lohsiang, the chief of the 
Lien-chunn-hui is said to be a man of 
considerable literary distinction, and the 
insurgents are supposed to be acting in 
collusion with Liu Tien-ling in Hsian 
and Tung Fnh-shang in Kiang-su. In 
fact many of Tung's soldiers are said to 
be enrolled in the Union's ranks. The 
flags of tho iLien-chuiin-hui bear the le- 
gend "Save China; expel the foreign- 
er." 

The Imperial Court, having been con- 
vinced, it is said, that Tung Fuh- 
shnng is actually moving towards Hsian 
with rehelious aims, has taken measures 
to check his progress. The guards avail- 
able in Hsian, however, are not sulll- 
cient for tho purpose, rfnd a levy of 
troops has been invited, with the result 
that great numbers have Docked from 
Shensl and flonnn to answer the call, 
and some fifteen or sixteen battalions 
have- been organized. There is a dilli- 
culty, however, about arming these 
troops, anil the business of the moment 
is to collect weapons wherever they can 
be found. 

The Queen Adelnide al.-o brought news 
that General Gribslti, the military gov- 
ernor of Blagobestchensk and districts, 
committed suicide recently as he was 
approaching the above city on bis return 
from St. Petersburg, 

General Gribski was in charge of 
Bhigovestcheusk in August, 1000, when 
that city was attacked by Chinese ban- 
dits from Aigun, who from the opposite 
side of the Amur fired on the Russian 
fit j*. The presence in their midst of n 
large body of peaceable Chinese was 
regarded by the Russians as a grave 
peril, ami instructions were asked from 
St. Petersburg. 

The now historic telegram "Fling 
Chinese across Amur" wns wired from 
St. Petersburg, and. during the tem- 
porary absence" of General Gribski, the 
message was literally interpreted by the 
Chief of Police, whose bloodthirsty Cos- 
sacks gathered the Chinese together, 
men, women and children, to the number 
of nearly '.,000, and literally Hung them 
into the water, none of the Chinese es- 
caping. 

General Gribski was subsequently re- 
called to St. Petersburg to explain mat- 
ters to his Imperial master, and there is 
reason to believe that he was returning 
to Blagovestchensk in disgrnce and so 
decided to take his own life. 

The grand Llama Acha of Thibet is 
visiting Japan, accompanied by five 
Thibetan and two Chinese priests and 
groat Buddhist celebrations are being 
held in his lienor. 

An edict lias been issued from Hsian 
calling upon the Chinese ministers in 
Europs and America to send in I he names 
of any students they can recommend as 
having graduated in foreign languages 
and being of sound constitution. It is
